POISON'’S BRET MICHAELS 


This is a different sort of Roots piece 
because instead of delving into the past with 
Poison’s vocalist Bret Michaels, we're gonna 
gaze into the crystal ball and see what the 
future holds for rock's favorite party boys. So if 
Steven Spielberg doesn't mind (and we know ol’ 
Steve loves us here at Hit Parader), let's call 
this column Back To The Future with Bret 
Michaels. 

It certainly seems like Poison is going to be 
busy in the months ahead. In the four months 
since Bret and bandmates C.C. DeVille, Bobby 
Dall and Rikki Rockett stopped touring, they've 
been caught up in a non-stop whirlwind of 
music-related matters. Bret and Rikki have been 
sequestered in Los Angeles working on arran- 
gements for the band’s upcoming album, Bobby 
was off visiting friends and gathering musical 
inspiration in his home state of Florida, while 
the always-unpredictable C.C. took off for 
the hills — a dozen guitars in tow — to work 
on even more songs for the next LP. 

“| went by C.C.’s house when | couldn't con- 
tact him for a few days,” Bret said. “Everything 
was where it was supposed to be — except 
none of the guitars were around. So either he 
was hit by a very selective thief, or he’s off 
writing somewhere. C.C. does take off at times, 
and he doesn't even let us know where he’s 
headed. | know our manager, and some folks at 
the record company would like to know where 
he is, but I'm not too worried. He's done this 
before.” 

Certainly we all hope that the mysterious Mr. 
DeVille decides to reappear before the band 
hits the studio to begin work on their new 
album. Poison hopes to have the new disc fin- 
ished in time for a summer release, and judging 
by their past recording speed, and the abun- 
dance of material they've already stored up, a 
quick and effective time in the studio can be 
expected. The major problem the band has at 
the moment is wading through literally 
hundreds of songs they wrote while on the road 
last year to find just the right ones to include on 
their eagerly anticipated follow-up to the quin- 
tuple platinum Open Up And Say... Ahh. 

“We had a mini-recording studio on the tour 
bus, and when we were on the road, or even up 
in our hotel rooms, we spent a lot of time writ- 
ing and even recording new material. It really 
gives you a head start when it comes to working 
on the next record. But we're not just depending 
on those songs, in fact we're all working on new 
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things separately now but we plan on swapping 
tapes in the coming weeks. I've got one new 
song called Something To Believe In that |'m 
very excited about, but it's too early to tell 
what's going to make it onto the album four 
months from now.” 


Unlike the pressure-packed recording process 
that followed the success of their first album, 
Look What The Cat Dragged In, Poison enters 
the studio this time relaxed and confident. The 
incredible sales enjoyed by Open Up And Say... 
Ahh proved to even the band’s staunchest 
detractors that there was a lot more to Poison 
than hair mousse and tight pants. This time, 
Bret promises there will be even more reasons 
for everyone to sit up and take notice of Poi- 
son's ever-expanding musical skills.

Princess Pang’s struggle for recognition 
dates back to 1986, when Foster and Roze put 
together the band’s first incarnation in their 
native Sweden. The pair set out to find other 
musicians who shared their vision, going 
through a variety of candidates before settling 
on the group's current lineup. Once their roster 
was set, however, the members of Princess 
Pang realized they would never be able to fulfill 
their musical ambitions in Sweden. So they 
hopped on a plane to New York City in search of 
rock's Holy Grail — big bucks and international 
fame. But things weren't easy in the Big Apple, 
and many nights the band members found 
themselves playing in seedy clubs, hoping to 
make enough money to buy breakfast the next 
morning. 

“It wasn't easy, but those days really helped 
us in some ways,” Foster said. ‘When you've 
got to scrape to get by, it makes you appreciate 
everything you do accomplish. We were a bunch 
of Scandinavians right off the plane, trying to 
make it in the toughest business in the world in 
the most unforgiving city anywhere. But we took 
all the joy, anger and frustration we felt during 
that time and poured it right into our songs. 


When you listen to the music, you really can 
hear and feel what we were going through.” 

Songs like 7rouble /n Paradise, Find My 
Heart A Home and Baby Blue not only show the 
emotional strain Princess Pang experienced in 
settling in their new homeland, they display the 
band’s wide-ranging talents. From blues to 
metal, Princess Pang’s debut disc is a showcase 
of hard rockin’ diversity. Produced by Ron St. 
Germain, most noted for his work on Mick 
Jagger's solo LP, Princess Pang shows that this 
band doesn't need to depend on their female 
frontperson’s looks to gain notoriety. 

‘| really hate it when people assume that I'm 
in the band just because | look good onstage, ’ 
Foster said. ‘That's ridiculous. I'm a singer 
who's spent many years perfecting my craft, 
and this is a band with a great deal to offer. All 
we want is a chance to show what we can do. | 
know there’s a lot of hard rock product out there 
at the moment, and it’s not easy for fans to 
decide what albums to buy — especially if 
they're by a new band.

DEF LEPPARD

PLATINUM PRINCES 
COMPLETE WORK 
ON NEW LP IN HOLLAND. 


he small backstage room had a 
sign reading “Guests” on it. In- 
side, four lost-looking souls sat 
waiting for the Def Leppard show 
that night to get under way. The 
last thing on their minds was to hang out with 
what is perhaps the most famous and suc- 
cessful band in the world, but only minutes later 
the door swung open and in walked Joe Elliott, 
Steve Clark, Rick Savage, Rick Allen and Phil 
Collen. What the hell was a superstar band, a 
group that had sold more than 20 million 
albums during the past five years, doing hang- 
ing out with a bunch of press folks when an 
“audience” hadn't even been requested? 

“We had nothing better to do,” Elliott joked 
as he grabbed a soda and popped the can open 
so that the fizz shot across the room. ‘Our man- 
ager said some press people were hanging out 
in here, so we figured we'd come over and 
bother you.” 

Ah, the way success changes some bands! 
Once, these five British lads were unassuming, 
down-to-earth gentlemen. Now, some nine 
years and millions of bankable dollars later, 
they have evolved into, well... five unassuming, 
down-to-earth gentlemen. What is it with these 
guys? Why can't they put on airs like other 
successful hard rock acts? Why can't they cop 
an attitude like true superstars should? Is there 
something genetically wrong with the members 
of Def Leppard? 

“We like being nice guys,” Rick Allen said 
with a customary grin. “We really don't have 
that much to complain about. The band has 
done very well, we all get along famously and 
we're relatively happy with our lives. Why 
Joe Elliott: “We figured we’d come over and bother you.” should we complain? After all, some of the 
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things I've had to go through personally over the 
last few years have given me a very good pers- 
pective on what's really important in life.” 

The trials and tribulations the Leps suffered 
earlier in their career seem to have afforded 
them the right to clear sailing they currently 
enjoy both onstage and off. Allen's tragic car 
accident, in which he lost an arm; internal prob- 
lems, which saw the band fire founding member 
Pete Willis; and the chaos that ensued during 
the recording of the band’s 1984 smash, Pyro- 
mania, have all contributed to the mental well- 
being the group currently enjoy. When you've 
survived all the sucker punches life has to offer, 
you learn to just roll with any blows that come 
your way. 

But now a new chapter in the Def Leppard 
storybook is about to unfold, and an exciting 
tale it promises to be. The band’s still-untitled 
new album is due to hit local record stores 
within the next few months, and those who 
were lucky enough to have heard an advance 
sampling (including this intrepid reporter) agree 
that the disc represents the next evolutionary 
step in Def Leppard’s development. With the 
commercial appeal of Pyromania and the inven- 
tiveness of Hysteria, the record combines the 
best of both worlds, providing the band’s legion 
of fans with an instantly accessible album that's 
still challenging after repeated listenings. 

“We never want to just copy ourselves,” 
Savage said. ‘We've reached a point in our 
career where we want to make music that does 
more than just sell records. We've always had 
that attitude — even when we were making our 
first record. But today, with the kind of success 
we've had, we know we've got to really push 
ourselves to new challenges. We don't ever 
want to become complacent, and this time we 
certainly haven't been.” 


One of the primary reasons the band have 
been able to keep their creative edge honed to 
perfection is that they've assumed a great deal 
more responsibility for the album's finished 
product. As has been widely reported, they co- 
produced this album with Mike Shipley, marking 
a big step forward in the Leps’ control over their 
own output. They also decided to attack the 
music with more gusto and less planning, giving 
the tunes a slightly heavier, though no less 
accessible sound. 

Perhaps the most interesting aspect of the 
group's new LP will be how the press, as well as 
the fans, react to the disc. Response to the 
group's last LP, Hysteria, was quite mild at first, 
compared to the instant success of its prede- 
cessor, Pyromania. In fact, as Hysteria 
approached the two million sales level, many 
within the industry figured the record had done 
just about all the sales it was capable of. Two 
singles and videos (for Women and Animal) had 
been released to mixed response, and after the 
nine million sales of Pyromania, some were 
calling Hysteria “a bomb’. 


Then the group decided to release Pour 
Some Sugar On Me, as a \ast gasp attempt to 
resuscitate the album — and the song certainly 
did the trick. Within weeks, it had soared to 
Number 1, both at radio and MTV, catapulting 
Hysteria back up the charts, where it too even- 
tually reached coveted Number 1 status. Will 
the band’s new LP immediately pick up the 
commercial momentum enjoyed by Hysteria or 
will it have to struggle to gain its commercial 
foothold? Believe it or not, the question troubles 
the Leppard men. 

“We do feel a bit of pressure in regard to the 
album's sales,” Savage said. “It's not that

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we re setting out to have this record sell 12 
million copies just because Hysteria sold ten 
million and Pyromania sold eight million. That 
would be silly. But we don't want anyone to 
perceive it as a failure if it doesn't sell 12 
million. This is a very strong album, and 
whether it sells 12 million or 12 copies, it 
should be considered on its own merits. It's a 
common thing for people in the press to build 
bands up, then try to rip them down. We've 
been lucky that way; because people have 
stayed loyal to us. And we'll do everything in 
our power to make sure everyone continues to 
stay just as loyal for many years to come.” 0

Things have always been pretty wild back- ~— 


stage at a Great White show. The band 
members — vocalist Jack Russell, guitarist 
Mark Kendall, drummer Audie Desbrow, bassist 
Tony Montana and keyboardist Michael Lardie 
— are proud of their reputation as one of the 
raunchiest, rowdiest bands around, and they go 
to great lengths to maintain that image. But 
today, as they wind up their first headlining tour 
and bask in the platinum-coated glory of their 
latest LP, Twice Shy, the backstage scene is 
even wilder than before. 

“When you headline, there's nobody to tell 
you that you can't have certain people back- 


stage, if you know what | mean,’ Russell said 
with a mischievous grin. “Sometimes, in the 
past, we opened for bands who were a little 
concerned that we'd end up with all the girls 
after a show. But we've always believed there's 
enough to go around. Those girls found us any- 
way, so why should we worry? But things are 
really exciting now. We're getting more girls 
than ever, and | want to take this opportunity to 
say that anyone out there is welcome backstage 
at our shows anytime. Just ask for Jack.” 


With their popularity reaching its highest level 
in the band’s seven-year career, Russell just might 


regret his offer. After all, what group wants 
20,000 fans backstage every night when 
there's work to do? But as Great White continue 
to pack arenas around the country with fans 
turned on by their hard-charging, blues-oriented 
sound, these guys are only too happy to face 
such a dilemma. They can remember when they 
were dropped by a major label after the release 
of their debut LP. The success they're enjoying 
today is something they have dreamed about for 
years. 

“Every time we went onstage, even when it 
was in clubs, we always had the thought of 
headlining the big arenas,’ Russell said. “Now 
that we're getting the chance to do 
what we've thought about for so long, we're 
making the most of it. There are no time restric- 
tions, no lighting restrictions and no power res- 
trictions — we're just going for it! If we didn't 
play our asses off every night on this tour, we 
should be shot on the spot.” 

It seems unlikely that anybody will be loading 
up their shotguns in the near future, because 
Great White have put their rock and roll 
machine in high gear night after night. With 
Russell dominating center stage with his hip- 
shaking, head-wagging strut and powerhouse 
vocals, and the rest of the band providing stellar 
support, Great White's stage show has had the 
Capacity crowds on their feet from the opening 
note. Mixing older band favorites like Down Qn 
Your Knees with recent hits like Once Bitten 
Twice Shy, Great White's ninety-minute set is 
jam-packed with musical action. The evening's 
unsung star may be guitarist Kendall, whose 
six-string work is sturdy, steady and satisfying, 
while never venturing over the fine line into 
excess. He has provided the backbone to the 
band’s attack. 

“Mark doesn't get the attention some guitar- 
ists do,’ Russell said. ‘That's a shame, 
because when it comes to being able to play, he 
can hold his own with anyone. Maybe he 
doesn't stand on his head when he’s soloing or 
play a million notes a second, but he doesn't 
need to. I've known the guy forever, and I've 
always thought he was one of the best guitarists 
alive. It's nice that people are beginning to 
agree with me.” 

Backstage, after the group's set, Great White 
once again indulged in their favorite post- 
concert activity — collecting blondes. It was a 
scene that would have made most male rock 
fans yelp with delight and made most parents 
gasp in horror. “‘l think every man needs two 
blondes every day,” Russell said with glee. 
“One for the morning, one to keep you warm at 
night. That's part of rock and roll, and it's sure a 
big part of Great White.” O

If hearing the name ‘Bonham’ doesn’t make 
your heart race a few beats faster, you should 
probably drop this magazine this instant and 
pick up a copy of Ladies’ Home Journal instead. 
Few names have become more synonymous 
with the pounding beat of heavy metal than 
Bonham — first through the herculean efforts 
of John ‘‘Bonzo’’ Bonham, the late, great 
drummer of Led Zeppelin, and now through the 
work of his son, Jason. Jason Bonham is the 
first to admit he’s got a long way to go to be 
either the musician or the personality his father 
was, but with the release of his group, 
Bonham’s, debut LP, The Disregard Of Time- 
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keeping, the young drummer feels he’s on his 
way. 

“| have no interest in trying to be a better 
drummer than my dad,” Jason said. “He was 
the best. But | also want to be considered on my 
own merits. | know if people compare his style 
and mine, | might suffer in the comparison. 
There are many similarities in our playing 
styles, but that’s natural. My dad gave me my 
first drum kit when | was four years old, and he 
taught me everything | know. | just want to carry 
on what has become a family tradition.” 

The group Bonham is actually not Jason’s 


first attempt to carry on that tradition. He. 


recorded with two other bands (including the 
critically acclaimed Virginia Wolf), as well as 
touring with former Led Zeppelin guitarist 
Jimmy Page in 1988. But having his own band 
means something very special to Jason, and on 
The Disregard Of Timekeeping he has blended 
the heavy-handed rhythms one would expect 
with a fine sense of song craftsmanship and 
melody. Jason is the first to acknowledge the 
contributors of his bandmates — guitarist lan 
Hatton, bassist/keyboardist John Smithson and 
vocalist Daniel MacMaster — in making his 
band a dream come true. 


“We're all good friends and share a lot of 
similar tastes when it comes to music,” Jason 
said. ‘‘We came together through recommenda- 
tions from people that | really respect. lan 
worked with Robert Plant, and I've known him 
for about five years now. Daniel is only 21 years 
old, and he caught the ear of Bad Company's 
singer Brian Howe, who told me what a great 
singer he was. John was introduced to me by 
Peter Grant, who used to manage Led Zeppelin. 
They've all paid their dues in this business, and 
they're as hungry for success as | am. | think we 
make up a really great band.” 

On tracks like Bringing Me Down, Guilty and 
Don't Walk Away, Bonham make a loud and 
proud statement of their musical ideals. This 
group has much more to offer than just the 
stellar name of its drummer. Recorded in Los 
Angeles with Bob Ezrin (Alice Cooper, Pink 
Floyd) at the production helm, The Disregard Of 
Timekeeping seems destined to add a lustrous 
new chapter to the Bonham metal annals. 

“Since we all had some previous studio 
experience, going in to record was a great deal 
of fun,” Jason said. ‘We knew what we wanted 
to do in there, and we knew we had the songs 
to make a great record. My favorite track at the 
moment is probably Wart For You, which is also 
our first single and video. It shows both the 
heavy side of this band and our instrumental 
ability.” 

One of the advantages of having one of the 
most recognizable names in rock is that estab- 
lished bands will give Bonham an extra look 
when it comes to touring. Several exciting 
offers have already come the band’s way, and 
they're just waiting for the right moment to hit 
the road. ‘We're a very exciting live band,” 
Jason said. “After all, when you grew up 
watching Led Zeppelin night after night, you've 
got to pick up a few pointers. The album is one 
thing, and we're very proud of it, but the stage 
is something else. That's where this band will 
really shine. We can’t wait to get out there and — 
let people see exactly what we can do.” 0

h, the glory of living out your 
rock and roll fantasies, and 
Warrant are doing it! Down 
Boys, Heaven — the band's 
hook-laden, singalong tunes

“Speaking of Poison, smiles Erik Turner, 
one of Warrant's guitar twins, ‘‘we did a couple 
of shows with them and Tesla. They were the 
largest gigs we've done to date. We had tons of 
fun,” Erik laughs. “They sent these two girls out 
onstage during our set, and they poured beer 
and Silly String all over us. It was great. 

“| love everything about making music. | dig 
the whole ball of wax,” confesses Erik about the 
new experience of making corporate rock and 
roll. ‘The best part about it all would be if we 
can be really famous. It would be cool to have 
people know us everywhere we go. That's 
something that's just magical. It's nothing you 
can buy. You can't bribe people; you can't make 
people come out to your shows. When people 
respond to your music, it’s a total rush.” 


“Being a success is like being bigger than 
life,” adds the always loquacious Jani Lane. 
“Even successful businessmen deep down 
inside would like to be onstage. Everybody 
wants to be onstage and get a shot at the 
spotlight. We're fortunate enough to get ours.”

Warrant are enrapturing the masses. Their 
debut album, Dirty Rotten Filthy Stinking Rich, 
is nearly platinum, and the band have got the 
world’s attention. 

“It's so cool at our shows — all screaming 
and shit gives me a chill. It feels like Beatlema- 
nia or something,” says Erik contentedly. 

“And you want to know something?” adds 
the other half of the band’s twin-guitar attack, = 
Joey Allen. “We have the greatest fans.” Jani Lane: “There are a lot of young ladies at our shows.”

“You want to know who's a Warrant fan is?” 
Erik inquires. “A Warrant fan is a party animal. 
They come in all ages, from six years up. We've 
actually had some 60-year-olds floating around 
at our shows. We're a people's band. Everybody 
can relate to having a good time, and that's 
basically what we're all about.” 


“And there are /ots of ripe young ladies at 
our shows,” grins vocalist Jani Lane. 

“The wildest things happen,” 
drummer Steven Sweet. 

Joey elaborates: “‘Erik’s got a guitar that’s 
like the packaging for a Trojan rubber, and peo- 
ple are starting to throw rubbers up at him 
onstage, he laughs. “We're stocking up... on 
whatever we can get.” 

Joey's still chuckling. “You know something, | 
don’t have to go shopping anymore. We're get- 
ting everything thrown at us onstage — sun- 
glasses, watches, jewelry, a lot of bras and 
underwear. It's kind of like we're professional 
bums, playing on the corner for a buck.” 

Just picture it: Kristina and Lisa are going to 
the Warrant show because they think bassist 
Jerry Dixon is a sweet looking babe. Because 
he’s their hunk of the month it’s a big event. So 
the week before the gig, the nymphettes head 
to the local shopping mall and stock up on supp- 
lies: a slinky new black dress, sexy lingerie, a 
cool necklace. They spend close to $100 each. 
They know the guys in Warrant will appreciate 
It.

So they get all dolled up and go to the con- 
cert. And then the moment comes. It's mid- 
show and Jani’s rapping with the audience. But 
Kristina catches Jerry’s eye. The band start to 
sing So Damn Pretty, and Jerry throws a glance 
or two in Kristina’s direction. She’s sure Jerry's 
intending the song to be especially for her. To 
show that she likes him, Kristina slides off her 
lace panties and tosses them to him. Lisa fol- 
lows suit, aiming for Jani. A dozen other War- 
rant fanatics in the arena do something similar. 

Egged on by the fantasy of seeing one of the 
band members wearing their shades or bracelet 
in a photo, fans toss trinkets at the stage. Voila 
— a couple of gigs and the guys have a 
collection. 

“Throw more!” insists Joey. “We keep every- 
thing people hurl at us onstage. The crew keeps 
the bras, and the good stuff we keep. Lingerie is 
cool. The crew strap it around our gear. Every 
time you open a case, there's something there. 
It's kind of funny.” 

Girls, girls, girls. A Warrant show is a great 
place to meet babes. In tried and true Van 
Halen tradition, if someone in the band sees a 
girl he thinks is really cute, he'll have one of the 
roadies plaster her with a backstage pass. After 
any Warrant show, there's a room loaded with 
luscious cuties just ripe for the picking. Some 
just come to flirt, but there are others who have 
every intention of boarding the tour bus and 
taking off with the boys to uncharted territory. 


“| don't know if | can talk about stuff that 
goes on in the bus,” confesses Erik. 

“| don’t want to talk about the girls on the 
bus; | want to talk about the road,’ insists Joey, 
smiling amiably. ‘‘l love the road, but you want 
to know something?” he asks, getting noticea- 
bly more stern. ‘It’s a lot harder than | thought. 
| assumed the road would be limousines and 
sleep. But we're either traveling, partying or 
playing. Driving three or four hundred miles a 
night takes up a lot of time. If you bring some- 
one along with you, you don't get a chance to 
sleep much. 

“It's a lot different than the old days, when 
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we were playing one gig a month back at a club 
in Los Angeles,” Joey continues. “When you're 
out on the road you play every night, and you 
get into a routine where everything's the same. 
You put the same clothes on. You've got to be 
onstage by a certain time. Your set's over by a 
certain time. You've got to pack up and get to 
the next town by a certain time. It'S more rou- 
tine than | thought it would be. | thought the 
road would be a lot less controlled, like one big 
wild orgy! But it's not really that way. It's all 
very routine — wake up, brush your teeth, take 
a shower. It’s just that you're in a different 
place with different girls.” O

drummers like Tommy Aldridge, Cozy Powell 
and lan Paice don't? Through my observations | 
have discovered that for a drummer to get any 
recognition, he/she needs to — 1) play with a 
lot of “flash” like Tommy Lee, Rikki Rockett and 
Randy Castillo, 2) play fast like Lars Ulrich or 3) 
play with electronic drums and effects like Alex 
Van Halen and Randy Castillo to make it sound 
as if they are doing something humanly 
impossible. 

Playing with ‘‘flash” is cool, and even better 
if it's done while playing something that is 
technically good or great. I've seen Whitesnake 
and Motley Crue at the same show (unfortu- 
nately, Whitesnake was the opening act instead 
of the headline) and Tommy Aldridge did more 
stick twirling in a 45-minute set than Tommy 
Lee did in a 2-hour set. And Aldridge was play- 
ing stuff that is 1000 times more technical than 
what Tommy Lee played upside down during his 
drum solo (which sounded like he was playing 
upside down — BIG DEAL!) If a drummer needs 
this kind of “prop”, he/she can't be that good. 
There is nothing wrong with playing fast, but 
doing so doesn't necessarily make one a good 
or great dummer. Sure, Lars Ulrich can play 
some fast double bass, but it's basic stuff. 
Tommy Aldridge and Cozy Powell can play just 
as fast as Lars, but they play with something 
totally and technically amazing, as well as with 
some ‘flash’. All Lars does is basic rolls. 
Believe me, I've seen all of these drummers and 
| know what they're capable of. 

As far as effects go, any GOOD drummer 
doesn't need them. Tommy Aldridge, Cozy 
Powell and lan Paice DO NOT play electronic 
drums or use any effects. | guess Alex Van 
Halen, Randy Castillo, Tommy Lee and Rikki 
Rockett need effects and electronic drums to 
sound halfway decent.

NEW JERSEY ROCKERS TAKE A BREAK AS WORLD TOUR DRAWS TO A CLOSE. 


t's no secret that things are now a little 

different around the Bon Jovi camp. Ever 

since the release of New Jersey more 

than a year ago, there's been a different 

“vibe” about the band among their 
entourage, as well as in the rock industry itself. 
It's not that Bon Jovi aren't still huge stars. They 
certainly are, especially in light of New Jer- 
sey's quintuple platinum success. But the buzz 
that permeated the release of the band’s pre- 
vious LP, the octuple-platinum Slippery When 
Wet, has decreased this time around. Tickets 
for the band’s concerts were far from scarce at 
most venues, and Jon’s handsome face has 
been far less frequently gracing the cover of 
your favorite rock rags. Is there trouble in para- 
dise? It's a question many within the rock com- 
munity are asking, and the band’s members are 
only too happy to answer. 

‘It's ridiculous that some people think selling 
five million albums is a failure,” guitarist Richie 
Sambora said. “‘l can remember a time when | 
would have sold my soul to make a platinum 
record, so how serious am | gonna take people 
who tell me to worry that we're only selling five 
million copies? We hear the talk. We've been 
asked that question, and we can't believe it. 
What do people want from us?” 

Perhaps what the fans want is to have their 
unlimited expectations filled album after album. 
That's a near-impossible task for any band; only 
Def Leppard has been able to follow up a mas- 
sively successful LP (Pyromania) with an even 
more successful effort (Hysteria). There's no 
doubt that the Bon Jovi boys worked their tails 
off to supply their fans with exactly what they 
wanted on New Jersey and on that album's 
subsequent tour. But they failed to light the 
commercial fires some might have expected. 
Bon Jovi ‘only’ grossed an estimated $10 mil- 
lion from album and tour revenues in 1989, 
making them one of the year's most successful 
bands. Still, for some those figures just weren't 
enough. 

“It was a real slow summer for concerts in

1989,” one Midwestern promoter said. “We 
figured Bon Jovi would be the act to pull us out 
of a bad financial time. There had been some 
tours that didn’t do very well, and we lost our 
shirts. We thought Bon Jovi would give us some 
relief. They did very well for themselves, and 
I'm sure they made a killing on merchandise. 
But there were tickets available at the walk-up 
window the day of the show in most cities. It 
was a little disappointing.” 

If Bon Jovi's failure to sell out every hall they 
played was a surprise (they managed to sell 
96% of tickets on their Slippery tour, while 
moving only 84% this time around), that was 
only because they presented, by far, the best 
tour package of the year. Not only did the B.J. 
gang pull out all the stops in their concert 
extravaganza (including the by-now infamous 
over-the-audience walkway), they had Skid Row 
as their opening act. While it was widely 
reported that there was initial friction between 
Bon Jovi and the Skidders (thanks in no small 
part to Skid's vocalist Sebastian Bach's onstage 
cursing), by the time the tour rolled to a close, 
they had one of the hottest two-act bills in rock 
history. With the Skid’s album on its way to 
selling three million copies, in addition to Bon 
Jovi's five million units, one would imagine the 
package would have had fans lining up for 
miles. What happened? 

“Again with the questions?” Sambora joked. 
“| think if you check the figures, we did the best 
business of any hard rock band on the road last 
year. You can't do better than the best, can 
you? We played better than we ever have 
before, and the fans felt that way too. It was a 
great package and a great show, and we're very 
pleased by the business it did. If people insist 
on finding fault with what we did, that's their 
business, not ours.’ 

Though Bon Jovi's light may have faded ever- 
so-lightly in America in 1989, there's no 
question that the group's success in other parts 
of the world more than compensated for it. In 


Japan, Europe and even Russia, Jon and the 
boys couldn't even leave their hotel rooms for 
fear that hordes of B.J.-starved fans would 
besiege them in the streets. Perhaps most 
surprising was the reaction the group received 
in Moscow last August when their appearance 
for the World Peace Festival made Gorbymania 
pale in comparison. 

“It was pretty wild over there,’ Sambora 
said. ‘The people were great, but the 
atmosphere was very different. We knew we 
weren't in America. There were secret police 
everywhere. But, just as we've found from our 
tours to other parts of the world, rock fans are 
rock fans no matter where they live and what 
language they speak. Russia is gonna be a huge 
market for rock and roll. We can't wait to go 
back there.” 

In fact, it may be quite a while before Bon 
Jovi go to the Soviet Union, or anywhere else 
for that matter. Now is the time for rest, a 
chance to get away from the rock wars for a few 
weeks, before the process of writing and 
recording begins again. Of course, Sambora and 
Bon Jovi have never been very good at sitting 
around doing nothing, and according to the 
dark-haired guitarist (whose current love match 
with songstress Cher he preferred not to 
discuss) Jon and he have already written a ton 
of new tunes, many of which may find their way 
onto the albums of other rockers. 

“We love writing songs, especially when it's 
for or with people we really admire,’ Sambora 
explained. ‘‘In the past, we've done songs for 
Cher, Ted Nugent, Alice Cooper and quite a few 
other people. That's a lot of fun. We're doing 
the same thing this time. We know when we 
write a Bon Jovi song — we'll put that one 
aside for when we need it. But sometimes it's 
great just to write a song for fun. That's why all 
this talk about album sales, tour revenue and 
money doesn't really interest us. We're doing 


this because it's fun. I'm just a guitarist, not a

HP: What led you into the rock and roll scene, 
what got you started? 

SB: | was always in church choirs and stuff. All 
my Led Zeppelin albums are my dads; | just 
stole them out of his collection. | was raised on 
music. It wasn't like wow | just discovered rock 
and roll one day, like most people. 


HP: Did your parents have any idea about what 
they wanted you to do? 

SB: Not at all. They just wanted me to be 
happy. | haven't lived at home since | was thir- 
teen. As soon as | came home from private 
school | moved out, because | wanted to be a

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big rock star and my folks lived in a little town. | 
had to go to a big town because there was no 
music scene where they lived. So | moved to 
Toronto. | guess the first rock stars | ever liked 
were Jim Morrison of the Doors, the Young 
Rascals and the Lovin’ Spoonful. That's what | 
used to listen to when | was a little kid — really 
little, like four or five. Maybe Elton John and 
Rod Stewart too. That's what my parents lis- 
tened to. Then | got into Kiss, and after that | 
was obsessed with Van Halen. | love Van Halen!

HP: You said you watch soap operas. What's 
your favorite one?

It’s funny, when we 
played the L.A. Forum, David Coverdale brought 
Tawny Kitaen, who's on Santa Barbara, right? 
They're standing there with Steve Vai, and | 
walked up to all three of them and go, ‘Oh my 
God, one of my biggest influences!!"’ Both Steve 
Vai and David Coverdale turned around and 
stuck their hands out for me to shake and | go, 
“Tawny Kitaen! | watch you every day on that 
soap!’ It was so funny. 


HP: Who do you feel is the sexiest woman in 
entertainment? 

SB: | think Jon Bon Jovi would have to be the 
sexiest woman in entertainment. (laughs) 


HP: What are your biggest pet peeves? 

SB: Eyeliner that isn't sharpened so the wood 
gets in your eyes. Don't you hate that? Um... 
rings on my hands that get caught in my hair. Or 
when I'm chewing gum... any singers out there 
who want a good tip: chew Gatoraid gum. 
Totally moistens your voice. But sometimes |'ll 
be walking around, singing or warming up, and 
the gum will come out of my mouth and get 
tangled in my hair. | hate that!

It's understandable that Tyler is the center of 
so much attention these days. There may be 
younger, even prettier faces on the rock scene, 
but nobody has a more recognizable mug than 
Aerosmith’s rubber-lipped frontman. Perhaps 
even more importantly, no one has helped 
shape the sound and style of the metal empire 
more than ol’ S.T. From his legendary offstage 
excesses to his unmatched onstage brilliance, 
Tyler has provided countless young rockers with 
a game plan for living out their rock and roll 
fantasies. 

“It's cool when | meet young guys from other 
bands who say how much of an impact Aero- 
smith has had on them and how much they like 
me,” Tyler said with a laugh. “T'll give ‘em the 
‘C’mon, you don’t mean that’ routine, but in my 
heart | know where they're comin’ from. If | had 
grown up in the ‘70s and was into rock and roll, 
| know the kind of impact Aerosmith would have 
had on me. | know the kind of impact Elvis and 
Jagger had on my life, and while I'm not com- 
paring myself to those guys, | can relate. 


“But | hope these young guys follow only the 
better part of what we have to offer,” he added. 
“I've said it before and I'll say it again, let ‘em 
learn from the music we've made, and let ‘em 
try to match it if they can. But they should stay 
away from all the other shit we did. Let ‘em 
learn from our mistakes when it comes to drugs. 
That's real important. When people think of 
Aerosmith, | want them to think of the music 
we've made and nothing else. | don't want the 
responsibility of some young kid trying to live 
his life like | did back in the ‘70s.” 

Aerosmith’s music certainly has made a 
major imprint on the annals of rock history. And 
it seems a safe bet that when the group's latest 
vinyl venture, Pump, is compared to such clas- 
sic band fare as Rocks, Toys In The Attic and 
1987's double-platinum Permanent Vacation, it

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will add another glowing chapter to the band’s 
legacy. Such new tracks as Janie’s Got A Gun 
and Love /n An Elevator show the hard rockin’ 
side of these Boston Bad Boys, as they forsake 
some of the commerciality of Permanent Vaca- 
tion for a more rough ‘n ready sound.

With their new album now out, Aerosmith is 
gearing up for their latest world tour. The band 
have already played a number of dates in 
Europe (a market they were forced to ignore on 
their Permanent Vacation road trek), and now 
they're preparing for a year-long siege of the 
North American continent. One might think that 
after playing over more than 4,000 live shows 
during their career, Aerosmith would want to 
slow down just a bit. Whoever thought that 
would be dead wrong. 

“We're in the best shape, both mentally and 
physically, of our lives,”’ Tyler said. ‘That goes 
for everyone in the group. We're lucky in that 
we've all come through personal problems to 
realize that Aerosmith is the most important 
thing in our lives. I'm not putting down our 
families, our friends, or anything else. But Aero- 
smith is who and what we are. That's why the 
idea of going on the road for a year at this point 
in our career doesn't scare us one bit. At one 
time it would have, because our concentration 
wasn't there. We would have burnt ourselves 
out. In fact, we did just that on a few occasions. 
But that could never happen.” 


Perhaps the biggest problem for Tyler and 
the boys this time around is deciding which 
songs from their classic repertoire to include in 
their new live set. With so many great tunes to 
choose from, there have been more than a few 
mild arguments over exactly what songs to play. 
But true to Aerosmith’s musical tradition, the 
band members reached a compromise of sorts, 
and fans attending more than one Aerosmith 
show may be in for a few musical surprises. 

“We've got a lot of songs ready to go, and 
we'll be changing the set around from night to 
night, at least a bit,” Tyler said. “We'll have a 
basic set structure, with about five of the new 
songs included, but we'll be shifting other 
things in and out. That doesn't mean you won't 
hear Dream On or Train Kept A’ Rollin’, ‘cause 
you will. But we like to keep things loose. We're 
just up there to have fun.” O

TROUBLED ROCKER SUFFERS THROUGH PERSONAL PROBLEMS AS LIVE EP IS RELEASED.

zzy Osbourne doesn't mind being called a little old fash- 
ioned. He believes in making music the old fashioned 
way, the way he first made it with Black Sabbath some 
20 years ago. And he believes in supporting an album 
the old fashioned way — shutting up the house, locking 
the doors and heading out on the road for a year at a time. The Oz doesn't 
even mind making albums the old fashioned way — putting out live 
albums and EPs when conventional record biz wisdom says that live discs 
went out with the ‘70s. But with the release of his latest vinyl venture, the 
live EP, Just Say Ozzy, Osbourne has shown that while he may do things 
the old fashioned way, when it comes to selling records he’s as up-to-date 
as can be. Recently we caught up with Osbourne to discuss his old 
fashioned ways, his new EP and what lies ahead for metal’s favorite 
madman. (Ozzy would not, however, discuss his recent marital problems 
brought on by his alleged attempt to kill his wife/manager, Sharon, last 
September.) 


Hit Parader: Ozzy, what was the reason for releasing a live EP at this 
point in your career? 

Ozzy Osbourne: It's really quite a simple reason — | wanted to. | thought 
the band was sounding so good on this tour that it would be a shame not 
to have some sort of documentation of it. There were nights when they 
just blew my ass off the stage! | didn’t want to do a whole live album, but 
| thought the EP might be a very effective compromise. It lets everyone 
hear how good the band was, yet it doesn’t cost as much as a whole 
album. 


HP: Two of your last three releases have been live packages, including 
the Tribute LP. Why are you releasing live product when nobody else is? 
OO: | can't speak for everyone else, but each of my live albums and EPs 
has a purpose. The Tribute set was to showcase Randy Rhoads and, in a 
way, the new EP is to showcase Zakk Wylde. He’s an amazing guitarist. 
The last thing | want to do is try and draw comparisons between Randy 
and Zakk. They are both brilliant in their own way, and | hope the fans 
accept them in that regard. 


HP: We keep hearing stories that you're unhappy with Zakk. How much 
truth is behind those rumors? 

00: None at all. I'm really getting tired of those stories. The fact is that 
people love talking about me, whether there’s a story to tell or not. Part of 
that is my own fault, because my relationship with the press has always 
been based on outrageousness. But now it seems that when they can't 
get something outrageous from me, they simply make it up. There’s no 
problem with Zakk. As long as he’s happy with me, we'll stay together. 


HP: Let's discuss what the future holds. When do you plan to begin work 
on your next album? 
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00: I'm lucky in that | have a little work already done for it. But I'm in no 
particular hurry. This has been a long year for me, with the release of No 
Rest For The Wicked, then a very long tour that carried me all over the 
world. The music industry has changed a great deal in recent years. At 
one time, | can remember bands like the Beatles releasing two albums a 
year. Then it became standard to release one album a year. Now it's 
customary to release an album every other year. So there's really no 
pressure on me. | know Zakk already has written some new songs and, as 
always, he’s ready to go into the studio tomorrow to record them. If 
anything, he’s too anxious. But that's what | love about him. 


HP: You talk about the changes you've seen in the music industry in the 
past 20 years. Do most of those changes please you? 

00: Some of them do, some of them don't. | can remember going into the 
studio with Black Sabbath when we recorded our first album and finishing 
the whole thing in a couple of days. Today that would be impossible. But 
the fact is that those early Sabbath albums are classics. | don't like the 
fact that some bands are taking years to make albums. This is only rock 
and roll. I'm also still not sure how | feel about video. On one hand, | love 
it because my approach has always been very visual. But on the other, | 
think it deprives the kids of thinking about the music and making up their 
own minds on what a song is about. 


HP: What about the caliber of musicianship you see these days? Is it 
better than it was in, say, 1972? 

OO: There were some good musicians back then, but there are more 
today. Things that Tony lommi played in Sabbath, people like Zakk can 
play with one arm tied behind his back. That's not putting down Tony, 
because he was a master of his particular style. Today's players have just 
been trained better. It's the same with anything — sports, music, art. 
People evolve and get better. 


HP: What are you going to do on your vacation? 

00: I'm planning to spend a lot of time getting my life together. | want to 
sit around the house, play with my kids and get fat if I'm allowed to. I'm 
looking forward to it. I'm turning into a very domestic kind of guy. I'll fix 
things up around the house, maybe mow the lawn. When I'm away from 
rock and roll I'm just John Osbourne, family man. | put Ozzy away and give 
him a rest. 


HP: Does that domestic lifestyle look more attractive to you now than it 
did a few years ago? 

OO: Fuck no! I'd still die without rock and roll. | need to get out on the 
road and let my energy out. If | didn't, I'd turn into a raving loon. The 
things | get away with onstage, I'd get arrested for if | did them at home. 
I've got to maintain an outlet for those emotions. 0 


Ozzy & Zakk Wyide 
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CONTROVERSY ABOUNDS AS 
METAL LEGENDS HIT THE ROAD 
BEHIND DR. FEELGOOD.

otley Crue feel they've got something to prove. That may 
be hard to believe when you consider that bassist Nikki 
Sixx, vocalist Vince Neil, guitarist Mick Mars and 
drummer Tommy Lee have sold over eleven million 
copies of their five LP releases. They've toured the 
world countless times, packing arenas from Manhattan to Moscow and 
they've established themselves as the all-time bad boys of the metal scene 
with their wild on-and-offstage antics. But with the success of their 
latest platinum platter, Dr. Feelgood, the Crue have shifted gears in an 
attempt to convince everyone that they deserve to be taken seriously. 
They're still as raunchy as ever with song titles like Slice Of Your Pie and 
She Goes Down. But as we discovered during this recent interview with 
Sixx, 1990 represents the dawning of a new era for the Crue crew. 


Hit Parader: Dr. Feelgood is a change of pace for the band. How do you 
feel it differs from previous albums you've done? 

Nikki Sixx: A big difference was just in the amount of time we spent 
getting the music together. We did demos for 25 songs this time; it took 
months for us to do. The last album, Girls, Girls, Girls, was written in 
something like three weeks. We wanted to just go in, write it, record it 
and make sure we didn't waste time putting too much polish on it. This 
time, | wanted to explore everything that was going on in my head. We did 
a couple of things that we knew would never make the record — no 
chance — but we wanted to lay ‘em down anyhow. There was one ten- 
minute song that | remember, and there were some pure speed metal 
things too. It was great to write and record ‘em, and maybe one day we'll 
find some use for ‘em. 


HP: Despite all that material, the album was delayed a few times. Why? 
NS: Because we didn’t want to have any regrets about the songs that 
finally made it onto the album. I was looking at this record with a clear 
head, and I was having a lot of fun writing and recording. I didn’t see the 
need to speed up the process. There was no hurry to get back on the road. 
We wanted to get out there again in the fall, and that’s exactly what 
happened. We went into the studio with no pressure on us. If we spent a 
few days recording a song and then, after hearing the finished take, we 
decided we didn't like it, we could just scrap it and move on to something 
else. 


HP: Each of you really seem to have grown up in the last few years — and 
not just in your decision to stop doing drugs. © 
NS: [ let drugs and alcohol get in the way of my music, that’s no secret. It

really cooled me out. I don’t want to sound like I'm preachin’ to anybody, 
but the fact is that I feel I'm making the best music I've ever made with 
this band right now, and I know why. As far as the band is concerned, we 
knew this was an important album for us because we wanted to be taken 
more seriously as musicians. The focus over the years has always been 
more on us as people than on our music. That had to change. Hopefully, 
there’s as much interest in us now as ever, but maybe that interest is 
because of the lyrics to some of our songs rather than what we're doing 
offstage. 


HP: Describe some of your favorite songs on the album. 

NS: Well, Kickstart My Heart is my way of answering all the people who 

have gone around saying that since we're clean these days, we can't be as 

good a band as we used to be. Hey, let me tell ya, nine years after we 

started this band, we're still burnin’ — we're chompin’ at the bit. That's 

hunger, the hunger that all great rock and roll bands have always had. 

And you can't fake it. Same Old Situation is about a guy who gets 

dumped by his girl — for another girl! Time For A Change is political. 
There’s a line ‘Old tired fools tell our future with Tarot cards. That's — 
about Nancy Reagan and her astrologer. I got the idea for that song from ~ 

a conversation with a kid in the neighborhood. : 


HP: There are some very nice ballads on the album too. What inspired 7

For Freedom — which touch upon such controversial subjects as racial 
tensions in South Africa and environmental pollution. Has Tramp’s lyrical 
stance turned off some of White Lion's fans? We asked the blond singer 
that very question. 


Hit Parader: Are you concerned that your political stance on Big Game 
has alienated some of White Lion's fans? 

Mike Tramp: I'm not concerned about that at all. We don't hit anyone 
over the head with what we're trying to say. White Lion are still writing 
very accessible, very entertaining hard rock songs, some of which have 
some sort of a message. But | don't think that's really anything new for us. 
On our last album, Pride, we had songs like When The Children Cry, which 
also had a strong message. And that song became a big hit. No one 
seemed to find the message to be so heavy that it stood in the way of 
their enjoyment. Anyway, the subjects we're writing about on this album 
aren't really that controversial. Most people are against pollution and 
racism. 


HP: Has the controversy over the songs political message been surprising 
to you? 

MT: The only surprise to me is that anyone who shows concern for cause 
seems to be looked upon by many people as some sort of leftover from 
the ‘60s. You don't have to be a hippie to care about clean air and clean 
water, as far as I'm concerned. Those are things we all should be involved 
in. In fact, those are things we all must become more concerned with, if 
we hope to survive as a species. | can't deny that there are certain things 
going on in the world that concern me a great deal. When the Alaskan oil 
slick disaster happened a few months ago, it only heightened my resolve 
to make people fight to keep our water and air clean. That's when | joined 
Greenpeace, which is an organization designed to wage a war against 
forces polluting our environment. Some of the mechanical royalties from 
our album will be donated to Greenpeace, and the song Little Fighter was 
written about the sinking by the French government of the Greenpeace 
ship Rainbow Warrior. 


HP: Perhaps the problem is that people have trouble picturing a hard rock 
band giving a damn about political subjects. You guys are only supposed 
to care about cars, girls and booze. 

MT: (Laughing) That is the image that most bands have, but White Lion 
have never been that kind of group. We're all very health conscious and 
we take very good care of ourselves, especially on the road. We've been 
out with bands that like to party all night, but most of the time I'm back in 
my hotel room watching TV an hour or two after we get offstage. We take 
what we do very seriously, so we don't feel we have to live up to some 
sort of preconceived notion of how a rock band is supposed to act. That's 
why we also don't have a problem presenting songs on subjects other 
groups might not feel comfortable touching. 
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HP: But do you think the audience you're 
reaching with your songs want to be preached 
to about clean air or would they rather just hear 
Vito Bratta wail away on guitar? 

MT: There's an element of both. But we don't 
preach to the fans; that’s not what it's about. 
We're very subtle with our messages, and many 
of our songs don't have any sort of heavy 
message. On the other hand, | think we're 
talking about subjects everyone can get behind. 
| don’t think anyone out there is really for oil 
slicks in Alaska or polluting the air. | can't 
imagine anyone in the audience being offended 
if they pick up the message that blue water is 
healthier than black water. 


HP: Have you encountered fans who have 
reacted to your lyrics while you've been on the 
road this time? 

MT: Yes, as a matter of fact, I've been 
pleasantly surprised by how many fans have 
picked up on the message of Little Fighter. They 
know what the song is about. If you've listened 
to the song or seen the video, you know you 
really have to listen and look to pick out the 
message. But these people have. They come up 
to me and talk about Greenpeace. Thats very 
nice. | enjoy that. 


HP: C'mon Mike! Are you trying to tell us that 
all the cute girls you meet backstage only want 
to talk about saving the whales? 

MT: (Laughing) No, | won't say the only thing 
they want to talk about is that, but they are just 
as concerned as everyone else. The fans we get 
at our shows are wonderful because they're 
there to have fun, but they're also very hip to 
what's going on in the world. 


HP: You've been on the road for about five 
months. How much longer do you expect this 
tour to last? 

MT: We'd like to see it last another five 


months, if possible. Our tour for Pride lasted - 
almost a year, and we'd like this one to be just — 
as long. The big difference this time is that 
there just aren't as many good touring - 


opportunities, and we still don't want to 


headline our own shows. We'll do that after the — 


next album, but we think it would be silly to do 
it now. We're very pleased by the way the tour 
has gone so far. And the response to the album 
has been excellent. We'll stay on the road for as 
long as we can, or for as long as the fans want 
us to. 0 
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MEMPHIS HIT MEN 


Tennessee Quartet Emerge To Score Big With Surprise Attack. 


t must be hard for a young band like 
Tora Tora to keep their heads screwed 
on straight. In the short time since their 
debut LP, Surprise Attack, was un- 


leashed on the rock public, this Memphis- 


based quartet have drawn kudos from far and 
wide. They've been compared to the likes of Def 
Leppard, thanks to the accessibility of their hard 
rockin’ anthems, and vocalist Anthony Corder, 
with his flowing blond locks and incredible vocal 
range, has made some people recall the halcyon 
days of a certain Mr. Robert Plant. But some- 
how ail this acclaim hasn't changed the down- 
to-earth perspectives of Corder and bandmates 
Patrick Francis (bass), Keith Douglas (guitar) 
and John Patterson (drums). Tell ‘em they're a 
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hot young band and these guys just smile. Tell 
‘em that Surprise Attack is on its way to big- 
time success and they just nod. C’mon, guys! It's 
time to get excited! 

“Hey, we're really happy with what's goin’ 
on,’ Corder said in an almost-deadpan delivery. 
“It's nice that people are listening to the album 
and liking what they're hearing. Since we come 
from Memphis and really didn't get the chance 
to play many live shows in other parts of the 
country before we made the record, we weren't 
sure how people would like what we're doing. 
But the guys at our record company gave us a 
lot of confidence, and they told us just to go 
into the studio and make an album that 
captured the same kind of energy we have 


onstage. That's what we did.” 

Tora Tora may not have had much oppor- 
tunity to travel outside of Memphis prior to their 
LP's release, but now the world seems to be 
clamoring for a piece of these guys. They've 
already completed their own headlining club 
tour, rocking the U.S. from coast to coast. And 
now the boys have signed on as opening act for 
a series of arena shows that seem destined to 
make them household names — even outside 
of their own households. But in typical, laid- 
back Southern fashion, even all these good 
breaks can’t get the guys to really let loose. 

“Going on the road is great, mostly because 
it gets us out of Memphis,” Douglas said. ‘‘It's a 
nice place to live, | guess, but it's really kind of

boring. We're happy whenever we can get up 
onstage and play, so we're having a lot of fun at 
the moment. But it's too early to know if what 
everyone is telling us is gonna happen will 
actually come true. We hear all the talk about 
how the record's gonna take off and how the 
next video will get played a lot on MTV, but 
we're just naturally the kind of people who'll sit 
back and wait to see what happens.” 

Tora Tora’s conservatism stems from a long 


apprenticeship in Memphis, during which the 


band members never believed they'd be dis- 
covered by a major label. They made ends meet 
by charging admission to concerts they put on 
at a converted warehouse owned by Douglas’ 
father — shows that quickly became the musi- 
cal happening in Memphis. When word filtered 
out that a hard rock band was packing hundreds 
of kids into a warehouse on a weekly basis, it 
wasn't long before label scouts came down to 
sniff out what was really going on. What they 
saw and what they heard started the offers 


rolling to Tora Tora’s door. 

“We never really set out to get signed,” 
Corder said. ‘Of course, it was something we 
thought about and wanted to have happen. But 
some people told us that to make that a reality 
we'd probably have to go off to L.A. or some 
other media center where the labels are 
located. That really didn’t interest us. We were 
happy in Memphis — it may be boring, but it's 
home. And we didn’t want to get caught up in 
some sort of band scene where we were com- 
peting against everyone else. That's when you 
start changing. We wanted to just develop on 
our own and see what happened. We figured if 
we were any good, the labels would find us.” 

Tora Tora’s isolation in Memphis allowed the 
group to develop a style and sound all their 
own. In sharp contrast to their L.A. metal 
brethren, these guys wouldn't know a tube of 
eyeliner or a pair of spandex pants if they hit 
“em square in the face. Tora Tora believe in the 
blue collar rock ethic — T-shirts, jeans and 
songs that rock hard and come straight from the 
heart. 28 Days, One For The Road. Guilty and 
their debut single, Walkin’ Shoes, mix classic 
rock energy with the group's natural feel for 
Memphis-style blues. It's an amalgam that has 
made both fans and critics stand up and take 


notice. 
“Our influences were the same as everyone 


else's,’ Corder said. “We all loved bands like 
Kiss and Aerosmith, but everyone keeps asking 
us if growing up in Memphis and being sur- 
rounded by all the different kinds of music down 
here has made a difference in our sound. The 
more | think about it, the more | realize it proba- 
bly has. I'm glad that people think we look and 
sound a little different from the other bands out 
there. That might be the best thing anyone can 
say about us.” 

Some people at Tora Tora’s label were con- 
cerned that the group's image would not come 
across effectively when they tried to communi- 
cate their musical message through video. But 
their first clip, for Walkin’ Shoes, put Tora Tora 
on the MTV map, and now their latest, for 28 
Days, seems destined to make them stars of the 
television airwaves. Such talk gets a lot of ner- 
vous laughs out of the guys. But they're sharp 
enough to know that they've got something 
good on their hands, and they're not gonna do 
anything to mess it up now. They're beginning 
to like the idea that fame and fortune might be 
around the next corner. 

“It's something we do dream about,” Francis 
said. “We all have our different ambitions, 
other than making this band successful. | might 
want to buy the biggest motorcycle | can find 
and just tear around the country. | know Keith 
and Anthony have their dreams too. But having 
this album come out and do well is our ultimate 
dream. | still don't know if we can fully appre- 
ciate what's goin’ on. But if things keep going 
as well as they have, I'm sure we'll find a way 
to cope with it.” O 
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SLEAZE ROCKERS TURN ON THEIR FANS WITH COCKED AND LOADED.

L.A. Guns vocalist Philip Lewis hopped into a red convertible parked on 
the notorious Sunset Strip. Before the charismatic frontman could even 
turn on the ignition, he was joined by two comely young lovelies, each of 
whom squeezed ever-so-tightly into the front seat next to him. All this 
togetherness didn't distract the singer from his quest of the moment, 
however, as he pealed out into a quick U-turn and sped off towards the 
Hollywood Hills. In his wake, he left guitarists Tracii Guns and Mick 
Cripps, bassist Kelly Nickels and drummer Steve Riley standing by the 
curb with looks of admiration on their faces. 

“Phil knows how to handle himself in any situation,’ Guns said with a 
laugh. “'l just hope those girls don’t make him lose his concentration while 
he’s driving. I'm not that concerned with him getting hurt, but he still 
owes a fortune on the car! The last thing we need at the moment is an 
insurance problem.” 

A problem with their insurance company might be the only difficulty 
L.A. Guns are facing these days. With the success of their latest LP, 
Cocked And Loaded, these Sin City Bad Boys have staked their claim to 
the title of the sleaziest band in the world, unseating the likes of Motley 
Crue and Guns N’ Roses for that coveted title. But these guys don't work 
at being sleazy, it’s just something that comes to them naturally. With 
their fondness for loose women, fast cars, big tattoos and black leather, 
life in the fast lane comes as easily to these Gunners as breathing 
smoggy air. 


“Sex, drugs and rock and roll may not work for everyone, but they sure 
work wonders for us,” Guns stated. “We're not trying to set a pattern that 
everyone should follow in their lives. | admit that | do drugs, but | don't go 
around telling everyone that they should do ‘em. | admit that | drink, but | 
don't go around telling everyone to get drunk. | fuck as many women as | 
can — and that | do recommend everyone try if they can. Hey, it’s all part 
of rock and roll, as far as I'm concerned. We're not one of those bands 
that get offstage, then hop into the station wagon with the wife and kids. 
We're the same offstage as we are when we're playing — and that's 
pretty damn wild.” 

Considering that Guns put the first incarnation of this band together as 
something of a joke after his split with Axl Rose and the original Guns N’ 
Roses some three years ago, the progress L.A. Guns have made is rather 
amazing. After wading through half the musicians in Los Angeles just to 
find guys who could play their way out of a paper bag, Guns settled on the 
group's current lineup and set to work landing his new outfit a record 
deal. Much to Tracii's surprise he virtually had his choice of major labels, 
because at that time the majors were convinced that any band from L.A. 
that dressed in leather and owned their own guitars was destined for 
platinum success. 


“Yeah, it wasn't too hard getting a deal,” he said. “When | first got this 
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group together, all we wanted to be was this over-the-top band with black 
hair. We weren't serious about it at all. It was just a great way to pick up 
chicks. But when we had a shot at making a career out of this — to 
actually make some money at it as well as get laid — we really changed 
our tune. We actually started showing up for rehearsals and things like 
that. For us, that was a real commitment.” 

L.A. Guns’ fun-loving, live-for-today attitude was perfectly reflected on 
their self-titled debut LP, where tunes like F/ectric Gyspy and One More 
Reason marked them as one of the hottest groups to emerge from the L.A. 
metal maelstrom. With English export Lewis providing the perfect vocal 
foil for the ringing guitar work of Guns and Cripps, L.A. Guns rocked and 
rolled, strutted and strolled, playing with enough bravado to tell anyone 
with ears that they were determined to make it big — and, more impor- 
tantly, do it their own way. 

“That first album was a real learning experience for us,’ Guns said. 
“Phil had been in the studio with Girl (which also included current Def 
Leppard guitarist Phil Collen) a few years back, and Riley had done some 
recording with W.A.S.P., but for the rest of us it was a new experience. 
But we all enjoyed it. And the album turned out real well. Compared to the 
new one, though, it was kid stuff.” 

Kid stuff or not, that debut disc went gold, and set the stage for 
Cocked And Loaded. From the all-out insanity of 77 Crash to the metal 
madness of Ma/aria, Cocked And Loaded shows that L.A. Guns may be 
maturing as a band, but they're still as wild and crazy as ever. 

“This album has some great songs on it,’ Guns said. ‘It's a real step 
forward for us in terms of the music. 77 Crash is about being 17 years 
old, being in a band and living everywhere from chicks’ houses to park 
benches — it's kind of the story of my life. In fact, most of the songs are 
about the kind of lifestyle we've led over the years. There's Aip And Tear, 
which is all about the real wild side of the Hollywood lifestyle, and S/eazy 
Come, Easy Go, which is pretty self-explanatory. That one’s about the fate 
of the prodigal daughter who leaves her trailer park in search of some- 
thing better.” 


Much to the band’s delight, Cocked And Loaded has already caused a : 
flood of controversy within the rock community. It's not enough that the 


album's songs deal blatantly with sex, drugs and debauchery of every 
kind, but the LP's cover — with a woman perched rather suggestively 
atop a cocked pistol — has caused some retailers to ban the record from 


their shelves. Such a reaction only brings a smile to the boys’ faces. 

“Hey, they've got to do what they've got to do, just like we do,” 
Guns said. ‘‘If they think the album is too hot to handle, then they should — 
let somebody else handle it. A little controversy like that never bother us. 


In fact, it tells us we've done something right. Anyway, when the kids hear 


that stores are banning the record, they'll know they just fave to buy — 
i 0 .

“@ guitarist he can work with. Perhaps his 
predilection for changing band members goes 
back to his days with Rainbow, when the 
ultimate lineup shifter, Ritchie Blackmore, 
showed Dio everything he needed to know 
about keeping a band in apparent chaos. In the 
last three years, Dio has exchanged original 
guitarist Vivian Campbell for the short-lived 
Craig Goldie. After one album and tour, Goldie 
was handed his walking papers and Dio began a 
worldwide search for a new six-string master. 
“TY ve always believed that the kind of music | 
play is best suited to a particular kind of guitar- 
ist,” Dio said. “I've always loved European 
guitarists like Ritchie Blackmore, Gary Moore, 
even Tony lommi. There's a no-nonsense 
substance to the way they play that | don’t find 
in American guitarists. In the last decade, 
American guitarists, especially those who 
gravitate to L.A., have tended to be concerned 
with flash and style, and they haven't learned 
the basics of playing strong rhythms. When | 
went looking for a new guitarist, | knew | 
wanted somebody who could play in that classic 
European style.” 
_ After nearly a year of searching — during 
which time his band came precariously close to 
falling apart — RJD finally found his man, 17- 
year-old Englishman Rowan Robertson. That's 
right, we said 17 years old. That means the guy 


oe aa wasn't even born when RJD began his rock and 
ine. James Dio: “The music ! play is suited for a particular kind of guitarist.” _ toll career! But Robertson's age has little to do 
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with his talent, a fact that will become evident 
when everyone hears his work on Dio's 
forthcoming LP. This guy can smoke! Needless 
to say, Robertson had to be special to impress 
the normally staid Dio, who waded through no 
less than 5,000 audition tapes before settling 
on Robertson to fill his vacant axe slot. 

“It was a great deal of work, going through 
all those tapes, because you never know which 
one will be special,” Dio said. ‘You can’t throw 
one aside just because you don't like the 
handwriting on the front. But when | heard 
Rowan’s tape, | knew | had found what | was 
looking for. His tape was easily the best | heard, 
and he was also the youngest guy who 
submitted a tape. It was his style that got 
attention first. He created his own sound on 
that tape, and that was exactly what | wanted to 
hear. That was the most impressive thing. That, 
and the fact that he had such technique, such 
talent. Plus, he’s an all-around guitar player — 
someone who can play great rhythm and great 
leads, and who believes that rock and roll is a 
basic kind of music. 

“| must admit that | had a few reservations 
about him at first,” Dio added. “Dealing with a 
guy who's only 17 years old, | had to wonder if 
he was mature enough to handle the pressures 
of being in this band. Secondly, | was concerned 
that perhaps his work ethic hadn't been honed 
to the degree that ours had. Thirdly, | didn't 
know if musically his head was going to be in 
the same place as ours. It took me six months to 
decide to even audition him, because | think | 
didn't want to face the fact that he was the best 
of the lot. But | was willing to deal with the 
problems and face the challenge, and it proved 
to be the right decision.” 

After those months of consternation, Dio 
finally decided to fly Robertson to Los Angeles 
from his hometown of Cambridge, England. In 
March, 1989, the young axeman was brought 
together with drummer Vinny Appice, bassist 
Jimmy Bain and keyboardist Claude Schnell to 
kick around a few ideas and see how the 
group's musical chemistry worked. Almost 
instantly, an affinity developed between the 
musicians, something that RJD’s sharp ears 
immediately picked up. 

“The second he walked into the room | knew 
he was just like us, because the first thing he 
did was insult the rest of us,’ Dio laughed. 
“That was a great start, but it was when he 
began playing that we all really got excited. It's 
one thing to hear somegne on a demo tape, and 
something else entirely to see and hear them in 
person. Rowan had everything we could ask for 
— a sound, a style and a look. There was a 
great energy in the room that everyone in the 
group felt. Dio is very much a band, and | 
wanted everyone in on the decision of who was 
going to be hired. Needless to say, everyone 
wanted Rowan in the band.” 

For his part, the brash but far-from-arrogant 
. Robertson is taking his sudden brush with star- 


dom in stride. He is a musician's musician, a 
guy who knows his rock and roll history back- 
wards and forwards. A big fan of the late, great 
Jimi Hendrix, Robertson plays with the kind of 
blues passion that fits the Dio bill perfectly. 
Despite his tender years, Robertson already 
feels totally at home among the veteran rockers 
of Dio, who together enjoy more than 50 years 
of professional rock experience. 

“The best part of working with musicians like 
these is that they treated me like | knew them 
right from the beginning,” Robertson said. ‘We 
joked around like old friends and we found out 
that our attitudes were completely in synch. To 
be honest, | had totally forgotten that | had even 
submitted a tape to Dio until | got a call from 
their management, asking if I'd be nervous play-

ing in front of 20,000 people. We've all had a 
laugh about that since then.” 

With their lineup back at full strength, Dio 
are currently putting the finishing touches on 
their first LP in over two years. The disc is set to 
be released in the spring and will feature 
songwriting collaborations between Dio and 
Robertson. ‘This will be a much heavier album 
than the last one,” RJD said. “It'll be more like 
my first two albums. We'll be getting much 
more basic, but we'll still be very modern 
because of Rowan’s style. We realize that he 
wants to be modern, so we'll allow that to 
happen. It's a perfect situation. We each pro- 
vide one another with an ingredient that will 
make us a stronger unit. It all harkens well for 
this band’s future.” 0 
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ichael Schenker has never been an easy guy to figure 
out. Throughout his mercurial 15-year career — in 
which the blond Flying-V master has made pit stops 
in such renowned groups as the Scorpions and UFO, 
as well as his own Michael Schenker Group — 
Schenker has been the stuff of legend, both onstage and off. His musical 
exploits inspired a generation of guitarists to pick up their axes and turn 
their amps to “10”, while his frequent bouts with drugs and drink caused 
many to wonder if Metal Mikey would ever get his shit together. Today, 
however, Schenker is clean, sober and playing the best guitar of his life. 
Aided by singer Robin McAuley in the latest version of MSG, one of 
metal’s original Guitar Gods seems finally about to have his commercial 
moment in the sun. Recently we got together with Schenker and McAuley 
to discuss their latest LP, Save Yourself. 


Hit Parader: It would seem that the title of the new album is very fitting 
for the career of a certain Mr. Michael Schenker. Is it autobiographical? 
Michael Schenker: Not really. It was just one of the 30 songs that Robin 
and | wrote in preparation for this album. We had many ideas from our 
last tour together, which was actually Robin's first tour with the band. We 
got them all together at my home in Hannover, Germany, in July of 1988, 
and since then it's been a nonstop process of reworking the material and 
making sure this was going to be the best album ever. 

Robin McAuley: Working at Michael's home was great because it was an 
atmosphere very conducive to getting things done. We whittled the origi- 
nal 30 songs we had down to about 14, then we had some real problems 
deciding which of those would make it onto the final album. At one point, 
we considered putting them all on, but for a variety of reasons that 
became impossible. 


“There’s more guitar on this record — but 


only because the songs called for it.” 


HP: How would you say Save Yourself differs from your last album, 
Perfect Timing? 

RM: Perhaps the most important thing is the simple fact that we've 
become a much more cohesive unit. You've got to remember that when | 
began work on Perfect Timing, | had only been in the band for about three 
months. We were still getting to know one another. This time, after 
spending so many months together on the road, we felt much more 
comfortable, and the results speak for themselves. The songs are 
stronger, and Michael's guitar is much more upfront. It's a great guitar 
sound we have on this record. 

MS: There is a bit more guitar on this record, but only because the songs 
called for it. I'm not trying to shove a solo or extra notes in every available 
space. We tried a bit more keyboards on the last album, but we've gone 
back to a guitar-heavy sound on this one. That's the way | feel most 
comfortable, and Robin is one of the only singers I've ever worked with 
who understands what I'm trying to do with my guitar. We work together 
so well. 


HP: There were rumors that you two weren't getting along too well during 
the last tour. How much truth was there to those tales? 

RM: There was very little truth to them, and | feel | can speak for Michael 
on this matter as well. | think it’s true that whenever a new band gets 
together, there are rough spots. There are things that just don’t go the 
way everyone planned. But that’s not unusual — in fact, it's customary. 
Once you get over those initial hurdles you should have clear sailing, and 
that's exactly what happened in this band. | consider Michael a good 
friend, and | believe — and hope — he considers me a friend as well. It's

really as simple as that. If we weren't getting along, we wouldn't be 
working together. Let's face it, Michael has never been shy about chang- 
ing band members. 


HP: Speaking of band changes, there have been some in the new MSG 
lineup. Tell us about them. 

MS: Mitch Perry, who joined us just before Perfect Timing was com- 
pleted, has left the band. Mitch was a great musician, and the fact that he 
could play both keyboards and guitar made him a very valuable member of 
the group. But we've replaced him with Steve Mann, who used to be in 
the band a few years ago. Steve is also an outstanding musician, so we 
feel we really haven't lost anything in that regard. 

RM: It's a very good lineup, and everyone has had a role to play in the 
new album. Even Steve played a very important role, because we used his 
16-track equipment to record our demos, and he served as recording 
engineer during that time. 


HP: Tell us about the songs on the album. Which ones are really special? 
RM: Obviously, it would be easy to say that they're all special because 
that's the truth. But there's a diversity to the songs that really make them 
interesting. We've got the great Michael Schenker guitar showcase like 
Bad Boys and What We Need, then we have a really beautiful acoustic 
ballad like 7his /s My Heart, which we wrote while we were in Los 
Angeles. 

MS: The songs are the strongest collection I've ever had on one of my 
albums. We took everything slowly and made sure we did it properly this 
time. | want this to be a very successful album. It’s time for me to make a 
mark in this business as more than just a guitarist. | want to be in a 
successful band that writes songs that get played on the radio and MTV. 


HP: Did you feel pressure to make sure this album is a big success? 
MS: You always feel a little pressure to make sure it's successful. But the 
pressure came more from us than from any record company or manager. 
There wasn’t that much outside pressure because we hid ourselves away 
in Germany to work on the album, out of the spotlight. Working that way 
was very effective for us. Needless to say, I'm very proud of this record. 
When you've been doing this for as long as | have, you know when it's 
time to get excited over an album. For me, this is the time. 0 
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no denying that Enuff Z'Nuff 

have invaded the rock world in 
in a big way, and in a big hurry. Only a few 
months after their self-titled debut album hit 
the stands, vocalist Donnie Vie, bassist Chip 
Z'Nuff, guitarist Derek Frigo and drummer Vikki 
Foxx have established themselves as one of the 
hot new acts on the music scene with their 
ability to mix classic rock melodies with state- 
of-the-art energy. Some might say that E Z'N 
are too light to be considered metal, too glam 
to be considered hip and too cute to be taken 
seriously. But the fact is these guys know how 
to rock. 

“We are a bit glam, but not too much,” Vie 
explained. ‘We're just a rock and roll band that 
has a love of some of the great sounds that 
have gone down in the music's history as well 
as an eye for the future. We've heard this band 
compared to everyone, but most of the groups 
we're compared to are classic acts. If we can 
have a small bit of the success that those 
groups had, you'll never hear us complain.” 

With the gamut of comparisons running from 
the Beatles and Stones to Van Halen and 
Guns N’ Roses, it's easy to understand why 
these guys wouldn't mind enjoying the kind of 
success their influences have had. But before 
you start dismissing Enuff Z’Nuff as the latest 
hard rock clone act, you'd better give their 
debut disc a listen. It's hard not to find such 
tracks as Hot Little Summer Girl, | Could Never 
Be Without You and their first single and video, 
New Thing, instantly infectious examples of the 
rock songwriting craft. Nah, this isn't metal 
that'll remove varnish from a table at 40 paces 
— it's loud, sassy hard rock that'll bring a smile 
to your face and a little extra spring to your 
step. 


y Now you've probably seen 
their photos, viewed their videos 
and heard their music — there's 


“The trick to this band is that we write good 
songs, we play ‘em well, and we've got the right 
attitude,” Z’ Nuff said. ‘We've got a lot of flash, 
but we've got street credibility too. That's the 
fine line we've always had to walk. We're not 
trying to look or sound outrageous — even 
though we sometimes are. We don’t mind when 
people talk about the way we look or the kind of 
stuff we do when we're on stage. But we'd 
really like it if most of the talk was about the 
music. We're doing something a little different 
in that we're taking a number of classic rock 
styles and bringing them up to date. It really 
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sounds good.” 

Enuff Z'Nuff has been polishing their power 
packed pop/metal approach for three years, 
since the day Chip Z'Nuff decided to give up his 
career as a minor league baseball pitcher 
(scouting report: average fastball, good curve) 
and revert back to his first love — rock and roll. 
The fact that a minor league pitcher can make 
about $15,000 a year, while a rock star can 
make more than that in one night probably 
helped Chip decide in which direction to take 
his life. Besides, playing guitar puts a lot less 
strain on your elbow than unleashing a wicked 
slider. 

“Even when | was playing baseball | was 
writing songs and hanging out with musician 


~ 


friends,” Z'Nuff said. ‘Baseball and rock don't 
necessarily go hand-in-hand because it's hard 
to have long hair when you're part of a team. | 
realized at one point it was going to have to be 
one thing or the other for me — and obviously | 
didn't choose baseball.” 

Shortly after making his decision, Z Nuff 
returned to his native Chicago and hooked up 
with fellow Midwesterner Vie to form the first 
version of Enuff Z’Nuff. They started writing 
songs for fun, and soon realized that they were 
on to something good. At that point they con- 
tacted Frigo, a noted guitarist who had already 
recorded a number of albums on the Shrapnel 
label, and Foxx, a local drummer who shared 
the boys’ fondness for classic rock sounds. Over 


the next six months the new quartet wrote over 
60 songs, and managed to land opening act 
slots for bands such as Warrant, Skid Row and 
the Bullet Boys. It was at one of those shows 
that the band’s stage theatrics and well- 
conceived melodies began attracting major 
labei interest, and within one more month they 
had landed a big money contract. 

“There was magic about this band from the 
day that Donnie and | first hooked up,” Z' Nuff 
explained. ‘| know that sounds corny — the 
thing that every musician in every band says. 
But if you've been around a while, and you've 
tried to get bands together before, you know 
what it feels like when you finally meet some 

» people who share your vision. You feel like it’s

the most incredible thing that's ever happened 
to you. It really is like magic. When the whole 
band got together, that feeling only got 
stronger, which is why we were able to write 
sO many songs over a relatively short amount of 
time. We were cranking them out — and they 
were all good. The toughest job we had was 
deciding which ones to record for the album.” 

One of the ways these guys managed to 
whittle down their vast collection of tunes to 
the ones that finally made it onto their debut 
disc was by grabbing hold of the creative reins 
and producing that record themselves. It's virtu- 
ally unheard of for a young band with no pre- 
vious experience to produce their first LP (espe- 
cially on a major label), but the E Z'N gang felt 


they knew better than anyone else how to get 
the sounds they wanted. And besides, produc- 
ing the record themselves was cheaper. 

“Nah, saving money really had nothing to do 
with it,” Vie said with a laugh. “We had help 
from Ron Fajerstein who co-produced the album 
with us, but we were determined to do most of 
the work ourselves. We figured we knew what 
was going on in our heads better than anyone 
else, so why shouldn't we be the ones who tried 
to make those sounds come out on tape? It was 
an interesting experience, to say the least, but 
everything turned out fine. Now it'll be up to the 
people to tell us how well we've done. We've 
poured our heart and soul into this album — 
now we just hope the people like it.” O 
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“Every month I.run out to my 
mailbox to get my latest copy of Hit 
Parader, but we're hardly ever in there. 
Hey, our first album sold two million 
copies! We deserve to get in there!! 
Maybe even‘a cover!!" 

We certainly understand Kip’s 
attitude. After all, the pages of Hit 
Parader have helped turn many a band 
into metal superstars. So if you want to 
find out everything you ever wanted to 
know about metal's biggest stars, past, 
present and future, you'd better read 
Hit Parader or else well send some big 
ugly guy to your house to beat up your 
dog.

CATS IN BOOTS 


In this ever-shrinking world of ours, it was 
just a matter of time before East met West — 
in a rock and roll sense, of course. That time 
has come with Cats In Boots, a group whose 
members include guitarist Takashi Ohhashi and 
bassist Yashuhiro Hatae (who hail from Tokyo, 
Japan) and vocalist Joel Ellis and drummer 
Randy Meers (both from the good ol’ U.S.A.) 
Their debut LP, Kicked And Klawed, is a heavy- 
duty metal showcase that proves rock and roll /s 
the international language. 

“Randy and | spent some time in L.A. looking 
for a band that we liked,” Ellis said. “At the 
same time Jam [Ohhashi] and Butch [Hatae] 
had a band of their own going in Japan called 
Seiki Matsu. They were doing incredibly well 
over there, but they wanted to reach an interna- 
tional audience and they wanted an American 
singer. They came all the way to L.A. to check 
me out, and once they did, | knew that we'd be 
working together. That's when we brought 
Randy in, and Cats In Boots was born.” 

The newly aligned quartet headed off to 
Japan to cut an EP, which immediately went to 
Number 1 on the Japanese indie charts. 
Twenty-five consecutive sold-out dates in the 
Orient followed, which brought the band to the 
attention of Stateside promoters and record 
labels. After a series of shows around the L.A. 
area, the band signed a big dollar major label 
deal and headed into the studio to cut their 
debut LP. Featuring tracks like Her Monkey, 
Whip It Out and Coast To Coast, Kicked And 
Klawed is a powerful showcase of Cats In 
Boots’ abilities. 

“The songs really cover a lot of musical ter- 
rain,” Ellis said. “Her Monkey is an AC/DC type 
riff, a real bluesy song, while Whip /t Out has a 
real groove beat. All the stuff is hard and heavy, 
but we like to throw a change of pace in there 
every once in a while. We like to keep people 
guessing; that's what this band is all about.”

Guitarist Jase Edwards, drummer Steve Danger, 
bassist Jeff Hateley and vocalist Blaze Bayley’s 
debut LP, Live Fast, Die Fast, seems destined 
to place Jolly Old England squarely back on the 
hard rock map. 

“There's been a real lack of glamour about 
the English hard rock scene in recent years,” 
Bayley said. “We're trying to bring a little of 
that back by being as outrageous and nasty as 
possible. We wanted to show everyone what a 
British band could do, and on this album | think 
we've done just that. It’s time that we regain 
some of the attention that's rightfully ours.” 

Wolfsbane are the latest discovery of Ameri- 
can metal maven Rick Rubin, the man behind 
such diverse talents as Slayer and the Beastie 


Boys. But Wolfsbane are neither a satanic 
“gimmick” band nor a bunch of clowns; they're 
the real thing — four dirty, nasty rockers who 
love plugging in their amps and blasting away. 
Such tracks as Ki/ling Machine, Manhunt and / 
Like It Hot are raw, ragged and raunchy, a far 
cry from the overproduced metal pablum that 
most of us have grown to accept in recent 
years.

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t's no secret that the rock world has a glut of young metal bands 
these days. It's a sad but true fact that the music industry — never 
one of metal’s biggest supporters — goes “metal mad” every few 
years and signs every band with an amp and a guitar. It becomes 
difficult for hard rock fans to keep up with the product they find con- 
fronting them when they visit their local record stores. Which albums to 
buy? Which groups are worth shelling out $10 for? That's a hard question 
to answer. But, with any luck, the cream rises to the top. The bands that 
deserve recognition get it, and those that don’t quickly drop from view. 

What this long introduction is supposed to do is prepare you for 
Banshee, a Kansas City-based quartet who are currently fighting that 
battle for public recognition. Their major label debut, Race Against Time, 
was recently released, and vocalist Tommy Flood, bassist Bill Westfall, 
drummer Kent Burnham and guitarist Terry Nunn find themselves squarely 
in that life-or-death struggle to gain a foothold in the rock marketplace. 
It's a battle Banshee feel they're beginning to win. 

“It is a little intimidating when you hear all the new bands that are out 
there,” Westfall said. “We're not scared of them on a musical basis, 
because we know Banshee can hold their own against anyone. But the 
fact that so many labels are signing so many bands makes it that much 
harder for each group to get any sort of recognition. The music industry is 


a little strange that way. At one point, they'll think hard rock is dead and 
they won't sign any bands at all. Then a few bands like Guns N' Roses and 
Bon Jovi come along and sell millions of records, and before you know it a 
lot of bands that don’t deserve major label attention are getting signed to 
huge contracts.” 


“We really listen to a lot of new product,’ Flood added. “We're music 
fans ourselves, so we'll run out and buy almost any new album that we 
hear is good. But for every great album that’s come out in the last year — 
and there have been a lot of ‘em — there have been some really bad 
ones too. You wonder what people at the labels think of metal fans. They 
must think they can give ‘em anything and they'll buy it. Metal fans are 
really hip; they know what's good. You can't fool ‘em for anything.” 

Luckily for the Banshee boys, metal fans seem to be responding very 
positively to Race Against Time. The powerful yet commercially accessi- 
ble sound of tracks like Shoot Down The Night, All Alone and Precious 
Metal has struck a nerve in the rock world, making these guys candidates 
for big-time success in the months ahead. Of course, it’s a little early to 
predict megastardom for Banshee, and the band members themselves are 
having a bit of trouble adjusting to their first taste of major league fame. 

“l'm starting to get recognized in some of the places | go, and it's a 
little strange,’ Westfall said. “I was sitting at the airport in Detroit a few 
days ago and | noticed this kid looking at me. He recognized me from a 
magazine article on Banshee, and he came over and asked me for an 
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autograph. | signed it and thanked him, and just then a friend of his came 
over and asked for an autograph too. As soon as the other people saw two 
kids ask me to sign a piece of paper, they came over and asked me to sign 
too. Now | know that most of ‘em had absolutely no idea who | was — 
and they didn’t know who | was after they read my name either. But it was 
a really interesting experience. | felt a little self-conscious, but | realized _ 
that one day, with any luck, we'd have scenes like that in a lot of places, 
and everyone would know who we were.” 


“We've been real popular in Kansas City for a number of years,’ Flood 
added. “So we've learned what it's like to be recognized on the street. To 
be honest, we love it. That's one of the things that makes playing music 
fun. We love getting onstage and performing, but getting a little extra 
attention is great. | guess there’s a little bit of ham in all rock performers, 
and we're no different.” 

Being from the Midwest rather than a rock capital like L.A. has its 
benefits when Banshee want to get away from public recognition. Flood, 
for one, frequently packs up his belongings and heads off to the Wyoming 
mountains for a few weeks of near-total solitude. Westfall and Burnham 
also enjoy getting away from the glare of the spotlight, spending time in 
the sand dunes of Missouri or just relaxing with a fishing pole. 


“That's one of the big differences between a band like ours and a 
group from the Coast,’ Westfall said. ‘They feel that they've got to be 


‘on’ all the time. They can't let their guard down. They've got to dress, act 
and look the part of rock musicians 24 hours a day, 7 days a week. 
There's nothing wrong with that, and we certainly have the rock and roll 
attitude. But we like getting away and doing different things too. Some- 
times that can be dangerous though. We were real worried when Tommy 
got trapped in a cave by a storm during his last trip to Wyoming. He was 
out of touch with everyone for a couple of days. We were ready to send 
out the search helicopters to look for his body. That would have brought 
our career to a grinding halt!” 

These days, Banshee haven't had much time to get lost in the Wyoming 
mountains. Their time has been taken up promoting their new disc and 
getting ready to hit the road for their first national tour. Mixing headlining 
club dates with opening act assignments in theaters, Banshee have set 
out to make a big name for themselves in the rock world, and their 
approach seems to be paying off some mighty impressive dividends. 

“The response we've gotten on the road has been great, Westfall 
said. “The kids really seem to know our material — and not just the 
things like Shoot Down The Night. That means they're buying the album 
and listening to it. That makes us feel incredible! We have a lot of 
confidence in Banshee, and each day, when we experience a crowd 
reaction like that, our confidence just keeps growing.” O

LINSTRUMENTALLY SPEAKING 


i by Michael Shore 


Seems like every issue of Hit Parader has an 
“‘Instrumentally Speaking” column bringing you 
the latest and greatest in guitar advancements. 
It's always guitar, guitar, guitar. What about the 
bassist — the quiet, steady foundation of a 
band, who lurks in the background while he or 
she provides a pulse? Why aren't there more 
innovations with the bass guitar? 

Well, | don’t know. But | do know that this 
month we have some great news for bass 
guitarists, concerning what is probably the 
single biggest new trend in the bass world this 
side of the Steinberger headless/bodyless 
design — the five-string bass. With studio, 
stage and recorded sound getting better and 
better, and with bassists themselves getting 
better and better, the five-string’s expanded 
range lends itself perfectly to the bassist who 
wants to use wider tonalities and colors for 
added flash (a /a, say, Billy Sheehan). 

So what /s this new five-string bass news, 
you ask? It's the new Hamer Chaparral, which 
has been designed from the ground up as a 
five-string instrument, rather than a traditional 
four-string with one extra string. ‘‘Bassed’’ (heh 
heh) on extensive research among bassists, the 
Chaparral contains features players most want, 
creating an instrument that may set a new 
standard for five-string basses. 

Among the special new features of the 
Chaparral: a reverse peghead to increase over- 
all length and tension of the lower string, pro- 
ducing a more defined and piano-like pedal 
tone; improved string spacing, with a 1-3/4” 
nut width and 2-11/16” bridge width (the 
dimensions Hamer's research indicated bass- 
ists want), allowing enough space between 
the strings for contemporary bass-playing tech- 
niques. without making the spacing foo wide; 
extended frequency response, with a special 
pair of Bartolini active-electronic humbucking 
pickups to accommodate the lower-than-normal 
frequencies produced by a five-string; master 
volume, bass and treble tone controls, and a 
pickup selector knob; a one-piece Honduras 
mahogany body; 34” scale three-piece 
“stressed system’ hard rock maple neck with 
3/16” steel truss rod and 21-fret rosewood or 
ebony fingerboard and pearl dot inlays; spe- 
cially fitted and glued neck join and a hand- 
buffed nitrocellulose lacquer finish available in 


a variety of colors and graphics. The Hamer Chaparral 5
